Melville C. Everson was 22 years 
of age, being born in Seville, Medina 
county, Ohio, on May lo, 1878. When 
quite young he removed to East Liv­

The young men in company with 
Jam es Sullivan and John Vervin, of 
this city, and Fred Brant, of Kittan­ 
ning, spent the evening together and 
about l l o’clock Everson spoke of 
a 
skiff he owned and wanted the boys 
to try it. They went to the home of 
Everson and secured the 
oars 
and

embarked for a short ride.

details 
of the accident, as told by 
Vervin and corroborated by the sur­ 
viving members of the party, is as 
.follows: 
“We failed to notice when we rush­ 
ed off from the Ohio shore that the 
boat was partially filled with water 
from 
the 
rain in the 
afternoon. 
When we had reached a point a short 
distance from the West Virginia shore 
the boat began to rock and the water 
came in on both sides and it sank. 
We were all thrown out in the water, 
and myself, Brant and Everson reach­ 
ed the shore in safety and pushed the 
skiff out to Sullivan, who was holding 
Callear. Sullivan managed to get hold 
•of the skiff and we drew him out, but 
Callear failed. 
Before we could get 
the water dumped out 
of the boat 
and get to Callear he sank. Everson 
took off his coat, and throwing it to 
ane, said he would save Callear or die 
with him and jumped into the water 
after him. 
That is the last we saw 
of him, as they both sank and 
we 
were powerless to help him. Everson 
died a hero.” 
The place where the 
accident oc­ 
curred is a bar, and had the boys been 
a few feet further in toward shore 
they could have stepped in shallow 
water. Brant did not get in the water 
above his knees, as he was in the end 
of the boat toward shore. The place 
where Everson and Callear met death 
the water is very deep, and it has been 
the scene of many accidents, as the 
river hank comes to an abrupt en 
at that point. A few years ago Will­ 
iam Huff and his horse ^’ere drowned 
in the same place, and

Last night at the meeting of council 
the ordinance to prohibit the sale of 
ale, beer and porter in the city was 
presented and placed on its first read­ 
ing. The ordinance as presented was 
as follows: 
An ordinance to prohibit ale, beer 
and porter houses and other places 
where 
intoxicating liquors are sold 
at retail. 
Section I. Be it ordained by 
the 
council of East Liverpool, O., that it 
shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to keep within the corporate 
limits of said city any ale. beer or por­ 
ter house. 
Sec. 2. Be it further ordained and 
enacted that it shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons to keep any 
place within the corporate limits 
of 
tho 
city of East 
Liverpool, 
Ohio, 
where intoxicating liquors are sold at 
retail for any purpose or in any quan­ 
tity otherwise than prescriptions 
is­ 
sued in good faith by a reputable phy­ 
sician or physicians in active practice, 
or for exclusively known mechanical, 
pharmaceutical 
or 
sacramental pur­ 
poses. 
But nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the 
manufacturing 
of 
intoxicating liquors from the raw ma­ 
terial and the sale thereof ‘at the 
manufactory by the manufacturer of 
the 
same in quantities of one gallon 
or more at one time. 
Sec. 3. 
Any person or persons vio­ 
lating the provisions of ordinance shall 
upon conviction thereof be fined for 
the first offense not less than $60 nor 
more than $100 and costs of prosecu 
tion, or imprisoned in the city prison 
not less than 15 days nor more than 
30 days, and for each subsequent of 
fense not less than $100 or more than 
$300, or imprisoned in the city jai 
not less than 30 days or both. 
Sec. 4. 
This ordinance shall 
take 
effect and be in force from and after 
its passage and legal publication. 
The ordinance was introduced by 
Smith and Dr. Taggart, Rev. Crawford 
Rev. Greene and Rev. Orcutt, of the 
ministerial association, were present 
when it came up. 
Clerk Hanley had 
no sooner finished reading the 
ordi­ 
nance than Peach moved that it be 
laid on the table and Fisher seconded 
the motion. 
Smith stated that repro 
sentatlves of the ministerial associa­ 
tion were present and would like to 
be heard. President Marshall told him 
that a motion to lay on the table was 
not debatable and if he 
wished to 
have 
the question debated it would 
be necessary to suspend the rules of 
council. 
Smith moved that the rules 
be suspended and 
Cripps 
seconded. 
The vote was taken and carried, but 
Peach, 
Fisher 
and # Arnold 
voted 
against it. 
Peach wanted to know if it was now 
“a free for all” and was informed that 
it was. 
Dr. Taggart, for the ministe­ 
rial association, took the floor in be­ 
half of the ordinance. He opened his 


remarks by stating that tile ministe­ 
rial association feel grateful to coun­ 
cil for the 
action they had already 
taken in the matter, and that he did 
not wish to tire 
them by making a 
long address. He asked that the coun­ 
cil take 
the matter into careful con­ 
sideration and deal with it as an im­ 
portant issue. 
He called attention to 
the fact that council would be respon­ 
sible for the open saloon if they failed 
to pass the ordinance. 
He called at­ 
tention to the determined stand made 
last winter to pass the Clark 
local 
option hill, and if it had passed said 
that the people could then have 
had 
the right to vote the saloon out, 
hut 
under the present circumstances 
the^ 
responsibility for the saloons rested i 
with council and he asked them to cast I 
their ballots with the full conscious­ 
ness that the 
saloons and all 
that 
flowed from them rested 
upon 
the 
members of council, and that if they 
cast 
their 
ballots against the ordi­ 
nance they voted that they were will­ 
ing to have the saloons run. He said 
he well knew 
that 
it would 
take 
thousands of dollars 
from the city 
treasury and that the city might have 
to pay back a pro rata of what had 
been received this year, 
and 
that 
might be burdensome to the council 
at the present time, but he also called 
attention to the injury tho traffic was 
doing in tile city. He asked that coun 
cli, while 
they considered the rights 
and privileges of the saloon keepers, 
would also 
take 
into consideration 
the rights and privileges of the other 
people and weigh the two carefully. 
He called attention to the fact that 
special laws were made 
for the gov­ 
ernment of saloons alone and told how 
it was not treated by the law like any 
other legitimate business. Ho closed 
his remarks by an able plea, asking 
that council pass the ordinance 
and 
said: 
“Be men. have the courage of 
your convictions, act on your own re­ 
sponsibility, don’t watt on any person 
else.” 
Attorney Clark arose and said he 
was present to oppose the ordinance 
and stated that he did not do It for 
any special interests. He said lf coun­ 
cil passed the ordinance under 
the 
existing state 
of affairs it would be 
illegal. 
(He meant that a motion to 
lay on the 
table was not debatable 
and council should not be talking over 
the question.) 
He told council 
they 
had started illegally and he would have 
no trouble in kicking the ordinance 
sky high in common pleas court if It 
was 
passed. 
He 
thought 
council 
should hold a special session to hear 
both sides. 
He said he wanted to he 
heard on the ordinance, and if it was 
placed on its third reading he would 
expect to be heard, even if it took 
until 2 or 3 o’clock in the morning. 
The motion to lay the ordinance on 
the table was then voted upon and 
lost, Peach, Marshall, Nice, Fisher and 
Arnold 
voting 
yes 
and 
McLane, 
Cripps, 
McHenry, 
Heddleston 
and 
Smith voting no. 
Smith asked if it would be out of 
order to place the ordinance on 
its 
third reading. 
Solicitor Gaston ren­ 
dered an opinion that 
it would be 
and Marshall read the rule on 
the 
subject and the ordinance went to the 
ordinance committee,

President Marshall, Mayor Davidson 
and Solicitor Gaston.

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AN OHIO MISSIONARY IN CHINA 


Talks About tho Present Trouble In the 
Celestial Empire. 


Dr. J. II. McCartney, of Chungking, 
China, a native of Girard, Trumbull 
county, delivered a m ost interesting 
talk on mission work in China and the 
present trouble there, at the F irst M. 
B. church, Alliance. 
The papers, he said, are now giving 
first place to China and the eastern 
question. 
Even the politics of our own 
country is secondary to the news from 
China. 
The Lord is in trouble there j 
Sud through it is opening China to th e : 
civilization 
of 
other 
nations. 
The 
Chinese 
diplom ats 
have 
outwitted 
those of Europe and America all these 
years; they have made all m anner of 
promises as to opening ports and pro­ 
tecting foreigners and have pretended 
th at they were so doing, but all the 
tim e they were hoodwinking and de­ 
ceiving the am bassadors of the o th e r1 
nations. 
This is w hat 
has 
brought! 
about the present crisis. 
The papers ’ 
prophesy the breaking up of the em- j 
pire, but Dr. M cCartney does not look 
for this result. 
The 
newspaper 
re-' 
ports are often ridiculous. 
The pa­ 
pers, he said, stated th at 1,500 foreign­ 
ers had been m urdered in Tien Tsin, 
but in reality there was not 1,500 for­ 
eigners in all northern China, not in 
the whole area of the disturbance. 
Dr. M cCartney said th at some one 
bad asked him to answ er the question: 
“Who are the Boxers?” 
He said he 
was ignorant of the term , and had 
Bever heard it until the papers began 
to use it recently. 
It is not in the 
Chinese language ,and was probably 
m anufactured by the foreigners living 
there. 
There has existed for many 
years an association called the “Big 
Knife Society” formed for the protec-, 
tion of its members against bandits 
and outlaws. 
Until England entered! 
China this society was very powerful. 
Recently the Chinese not in favor of 
the present dynasty have entered this 
society for the purpose of using it to | 
overturn the present rulers. These are 
the people who are called “B oxers” ! 
The origin of the Chinam an’s pig tail 
was incidentally mentioned. 
It was 
the sign of submission imposed on the 
vanquished Chinese by their conquer­ 
ors, the Manchus, who to this day are 
the rulers of China. 
Many people are prejudiced against 
the Chinese, but they are, Dr. M cCart­ 
ney thinks, the greatest people in the 
world. 
China has been civilized since 
th e tim e of Abraham; they have known 


how to m ake gunpowder and paper 
there for centuries. 
The trouble is 
they are not willing to give up the civ­ 
ilization of the past for th at of the 
present. 
It is now the sam e as it was 
centuries ago. 
It is said that the trou­ 
ble there is a1! caused by the presence 
of the m issionaries, but this is false. 
They are welcome. 
It is caused by 
modern civilization trying to force its 
products upon China, before she is 
ready for them. 
It 
was 
not 
until 
American m issionaries w ent to Ha­ 
waii th at its trade with the United 
States began to grow to its present 
proportion. 
It would be 
b etter 
to 
spend w hat is being used in the war 
in the Philippines to establish m is­ 
sions, and civilize the people. 
Dr. 
McCartney believes in expansion, but 
by missions, rather than by war. 


As regards the results of mission 
work in China, he said th at 53 years 
ago the first m issionaries landed at 
Foo Chow. 
For ten years they labored 
without a single convert. 
But today 
in the Foo Chow m issions there are 
over 200,000 Christians, converted in 
the last ten years. 
The m issionary 
has many difficulties to overcome. The 
first is the language, and as an exam ­ 
ple of its intricacies, he m entioned 
that many words sound just alike to 
the unpracticed ear and are distin­ 
guished only by the tone of voice or 
inflection. 
The greatest difficulty in the way of 
the m issionary is the ungodly lives of 
our own people living there. D runken­ 
ness is alm ost unknown among the 
heathen, and when they see people of 
the nation that calls itself Christian, 
drunk in the streets they think it is 
a product of Christianity, and w ant no 
such religion. 
They 
cannot 
under­ 
stand that these people are not the 
Christians, and so they reject the creed 
of the m issionaries. 
The m issions are the most glorious 
success of the 19th 
century. 
It 
is 
asked, “Do the Chinese 
m ake 
good 
C hristians?” They make the very best 
Christians, even to m artyrdom . 
One 
young man gave his life to secure the 
opening to the m issionaries of Kiang- 
peh. which they had vainly tried for 
many years to accomplish. 
All bran­ 
ches of the work are successful. Much 
good is done by the dispensaries and 
medical schools. 
If you heal a m an’s 
body, you have opened the widest door 
of success to his soul.

Gained Votes In Every 


Contest. 


Since th at Jlrst exciting canvass of 


1856 the Republican party has partici­ 


pated in ten presidential campaigns, 


eight tim es choosing the president, be­ 
ing defeated but twice. 
Since its ori­ 
gin in each of the eleven national con­ 
tests in which it has presented can­ 
didates the aggregate Republican vote 
throw n throughout the Union is as fol­ 
lows:

It will be observed th at in 1892 there 
was a falling off in the aggregate from 
that of 1888 of 264,108 votes, the only 
instance in its history when the party’s 
vote in a national contest has fallen 
away. 
The greatest vote throw n was 
that for W illiam McKinley at the last 
presidential election, but little short 
of 2,000,000 in excess of its presidential 
vote of 1892. 
But it is obvious th at 
the Republican vote of 1892 was near­ 
ly 1,000,000 short of w hat it should 
have been; many Republicans stayed 
at home on election day, and many 
others, especially at the west, for vari­ 
ous reasons, voted for the Populist 
candidate, and some doubtless for the 
Democratic candidate. 
The popular 
vote for W eaver, the Populist, reached 
1,041,028, a most surprising aggregate, 
three-fourths of which was undoubted­ 
ly Republican. 
But they were all re­ 
covered by McKinley in 1896 and more 
with them. 
The Republican party undoubtedly 
was the gainer by the Demo-Pop. fu­ 
sion on Bryan in 1896, as it will be 
again this year. 
It was the three-cor­ 
nered fight in 1892 th at elected Mr. 
Cleveland. 
In a square fusion, like 
th at of 1896, Cleveland 
would 
have 
gone under.

4. No vehicle will be allowed to pass through the grounds at a rate ex­ 
ceeding six miles an hour, and no one Is permitted to drive on any of the 
walks. No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. Carriage* 


will not be permitted to turn on any avenue. 
5. All persons are prohibited from picking any flowers, either wild or 
cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way Injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure In or belonging to the cemetery. 
6. Persons with refreshment* will not bo admitted to the cemetery, and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. Children will not be ad­ 
mitted to the cemetery unless In the care of adults. 
7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 
8. Except In case of emergency, when lots are required for Immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of loti ok 


Sunday. 
8. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted withe 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 
IO. The Superintendent end hie deputies are vested by an Act of th* 
General Assembly of tho Stato of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and take before a Justice of the Peace any offender in 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty.

This action of the kilnmen is re­ 
garded as an end to the dark clouds 
that have been hovering in the local 
pottery horizon. No general strike of 
the kilnmen is now considered likely. 
It was stated in a reliable quarter 
yesterday that the kilnmen at 
the 
Crescent have been making on an av­ 
erage of $16 and $18 weekly and that 
some make as high as $22 right along. 
The statement that there have been 
60 different kilnmen employed at the 
Crescent within the past three months 
was branded a’s false. There were 
only 21 kilnmen employed during that 
time and several of that number are 
still at work. 
The kilnmen, it is said, have been 
working on the Crescent kilns, just 
as they are, for upwards of 15 years, 
and they have always

much as any other plant in Trenton.

More significant, probably, 
than the assignment itself was the 
wording of the formal orders to General 
Chaffee, issued by Acting Secretary of 
War Meiklejohn, directing him “to take 
command of 
the troops ordered to 
China,” and to proceed to Pekin by way 
of San Francisco and Taka, accompanied 
by his aides. 
The annoncement of General Chaf­ 
fee’s assignment, and the order to pro* 
coed to Pekm came after the depart 
ment had declined to accede to a second 
prof osition from six great viceroys ol 
China that foreign troops be kept out oi 
China until I i Hung Chang reaches 
Pekin. In more formal manner, with 
the signatures of the six viceroys repro 
Henting the greater part of the empire, 
Minister Wu repeated his plea of the 
day that the foreign troops be kept out 
of the country. 
Secre tary Hay laid the 
formal request of the viceroys before 
the cabinet meeting, but the re was ne 
dipositiou to vary from the president’! 
determination, already made known by 
Secretary Hay to the Chinese ministei 
to solid our forces to such points as were 
menaced and where our officials and 
citizens were in danger. 
While the viceroys spoke for tbeii 
provinces, they should not speak foi 
Pekin, and it is to Pekin that the of­ 
ficials most anxiously look. Ministei 
Conger was still silent, and advice! 
bed shown that little reliance can bt 
placed on the dispatches from Shang­ 
hai saving that the ministers and lega­ 
tions at Pekin were safe. For this rea 
son the orders to General Chaffee fcc 
proceed to Pekin took on an added 
meaning. 
General Chaffee was in conference 
with the war department authoritiei 
and also spent nearly an hour with Sec­ 
retary Hay going over those phases oi 
t he Chinese situation in which diplo­ 
macy will have to be mingled with mill 
tary action. 
Secretary Long received a dispatch 
from Admiral Kempff, stating that the 
oombpied forces had entered Tien Tsin, 
and that the Seymour expedition wai 
reported ten miles from Tien Tsin, s o t 
rounded. This cleared ap one situation, 
only to present another condition which 
may prove even more grave. The casa 
affy list on the first engagement was 
awaited anxiously, and arrangements 
were made by the officials to have relays 
through the night in order that this list 
might be handled with the greatest dis­ 
patch and be given to the public at the 
first opportunity. 


Li Hung Chang has again been per 
emptorily ordered to Pekin. His ene­ 
mies declare that they will murder him 
before he can reach there. 
“The viceroy himself trusts the Amer­ 
icans in this crisis. He says that they 
alone want n > territory, and he places 
himself largely—almost unreservedly— 
in their hands. At an important con­ 
ference today he reiterated this state­ 
ment.

been discovered recruiting at Shanghai, 
inside the foreign settlement, aud some 
agents have been arrested in the act of 
constructing entrenchments around the 
i European concessions. 
A Chinaman, connected with war 
rarchases for the Chinese government 
in Europe, who has been interviewed by 
The Daily Express, says that China has 
immense quantities of arms and ammu­ 
nition and will “stagger humanity” if 
driven to defend herself.

Germany. A fter C onsulting Pow ers, Said

Berlin, June 27.—It was evident that 
Germany had been interchanging opin­ 
ions with Russia and other powers and 
that the foreign office had been receiv­ 
ing new instructions from Count vou 
Buelow, minister of foreign affairs,who 
Las having conferences with Emperor 
William at Kiel. 
As a rt suit Germany took the posi­ 
tion outlined by a high official of the 
foreign office, as follows: 
“The German government does not 
yet see any cause to impute bad faith to 
the Chinese government and to saddle

Chinese troops in the 
Boxer excesses. At least, all reliable 
news received here thus far leaves the

uestiou of responsibility still open. 
'bis view is shared by other powers.

The correspondent asked the official 
whether, iu case the complicity of the 
the Chinese government were proved 
aud Russia should still persist iii main­ 
taining that a state of war did Lot ex­ 
ist and that the Empress should be re­ 
tained, Germany would continue t > side 
with Russia. 
“Germany,” 
tho 
official 
replied, 
“wishes to act iii harmony with all the 
powers, rather than to further the indi­ 
vidual aims of any one.” 
The official added that no policy has 
yet been agreed upon by the powers as 
to what course to pursue should it be 
found that the ministers at Pekin had 
been murdered. 
When the correspondent suggested 
that the peaceful assurances of tile Chi­ 
nese ministers at European capitals 
were of doubtful veracity he replied: 
“Germany has no means of determin­ 
ing the truth or falsity of suc h assur­ 
ances.”

The first rally in the market followed 
the sharp break in the wheat market 
and was most noticeable in tne south­ 
western grangers, especially Burlington 
and Atchison preferred. 
Crop news 
continued bad from tho spriug wheat 
region, but the speculators who have 
been buying wheat are evidently im­ 
pressed with the willingness of the 
farmers to take the price offered and 
the wheat market showed continued 
realization Monday with a reverse sym­ 
pathetic effect on grain carrying rail­ 
roads. 
The weekly statistics of railroad traf­ 
fic from Chicago showed an increase in 
the grain truffle of western lines for tho 
week of 30 per cent over last week, 
reaching the best figures for the corre­ 
sponding week in five years with the 
except ion ut last year. The deliveries 
at primary points ran up 9.4 per cent 
over last year, showing the attraction of 
present prices for the real holders of 
wheat. This demonstration detracted 
somewhat from the alarmist reports of 
wholesale disaster to the crops, aud ad­ 
ditional attention was given to the hopes 
of tile corn crop. 
The continued weakness in Baltimore 
and Ohio, and signs of heaviness in 
Pennsylvania discouraged the buying of 
tile railroad stocks, and they were in­ 
clined to droop during tile latter part of 
tin* day. There was no news to account 
for the strength of the steel stocks, but 
they were absorbed with considerable 
•confidence and advanced easily on small 
transactions.

No horse must be left on the grounds unfastened. 
Drivers must 
remain on their seats or by their horses during funeral services. 
Carriages

cultivated, or breaking any trees, shrub or plant, anywhere within the en­ 
closure; and also from writing upon, defacing, or in any way Injuring any 
ornament, tree or structure in or belonging to the cemetery. 


6. Persons with refreshments will not be admitted to the cemetery, and 
all bags or baskets must be left at the entrance. 
Children will not be ad­ 
mitted to the cemetery unless in the care of adults. 


7. Dogs will not be permitted in the cemetery. 


8. Except in case of emergency, when lots are required for immediate 
use, the superintendent will not attend to the selection or sale of Iota os 
Sunday. 


9. Shooting will not be allowed, and no firearms will be permitted with­ 
in the grounds except at military funerals. 


IO. The Superintendent and his deputies are vested by an Act of the 
General Assembly of the 8tate of Ohio with full police power to arrest 
without warrant and tnke before a Justice of the Peace any offender ta 
these grounds, and the Association exact the discharge of this duty. They 
will expel from the cemetery any person disturbing its sanclty by noisy, 
boisterous or other improper conduct, or who shall violate any of the fore­ 
going rules, and will subject the offender to due punishment.
